The imocPENDCNOB Debate and the Fish- 

MoNTRKAL, Jul\ '2. — Tlio Oanadjan 
iiidepeudence debate whh regiiiiied : in 
the Young Men's Refornv Oonveutjon 
veHterday, and it waa uioved that c6u- 
sideratiou of the question of Oanada'u 
indepandeuoe be postponed Jtatil next 
year'i contrentioii. Tbe motioti ujas 
voted u])on and carried, , * 

Kesolutioim wefo 8«J©|Vt«d diecTKring 
tliat the convention is convinced tliat 
no BBltlenient of the respective fishing 
rights of Canada and tho United StatoH 
will proreaatiBfactory unless bhe policy 
of England in tbe negotiations ia based 
on the recomnieiidatioii of the danadi 
un tioverninont; jiroteeting agaiuBl the 
oncroacbinonl of tlie Federal Ciovern- 
uioiit u[jon tbe ri^^liU of llift Provii.ees, 
and declaring tbat the right of Mani- 
toba andartbe British North Ainori 
can act to charter railways within its 
boundarioa sliould not bu interfered 
with; albo, tbat lliie convention is 
stron-^ly in fuvor of reriproiMty with 
the l,'uited Stales. 

A mot ion Lo aboliali tho Sennte was 
carried by ct vote of S5 to 26, the nega- 
tives being in favor of reforuiing it. 
A resolution favoring tbe appointment 
of A Board or Arbitration was also pass- 
ed.

conscious of one sot of iaiprpssioiis, may 
he most iittensely aroused hy another 
set of impressions totally disl inet in so 
far lie act iial occurrence in concerned. 
It WAS low urds I 111' iio.si» (if (Jowpera 
life, wlieii his dark calainily Inid ovei'- 
taken liiin, tbat tliin poem wiil- 
teii.^Oowper, in deep inisi-ry, was rest 
lessly piu'iii^ die Hour of his room, 
liuniniiuy llie aii- of 11 muiol's "March 
ill .Scipio," wlit-ii a lady suddenly ciiter- 
fd with a puper coiitaiiiining uii ac 
count of the sinking of the "Uoyal 
Ueorge." Tbe. lady, wbo, we are cer- 
tftin, was not Mrs. Unwin, astted him 
if he harl heanl of tlio catastro]>lie, and 
tlien went on to it.i narration. Cowper 
paid uo altenlion either by word or 
look, l>ul aeeuii-d enlirely oblivious lo 
li«r presence. The lady ai;aiii told the 
.ntory iu ful ler detail, bat (Jovvper paced 
the room as before, without taking the 
least notice of what was being toiti 
hini. Nevertheless he was deeply 
moved, but tlie story bad not touched 
his lieart. isiiddniily tlier* lawj' out 
upon tlib sir till! ^\o\r tollin;^ of the 
psri.-tli bell for some funeral. liach 
stroke ap|ieared to pierce liiin like a 
dagger. His whole soul was aroused, 
and his feelings vibrated to the tou( h 
of liunian misery and sorrow, Full of 
the ^rii-f aroused by tbo harrowing tale 
lie had jiimI. lieiird; full of the air from 
Haiuli'l'.^ .\liicii, which ho had been 
liumniing to hiiubidf, and full of sor 
row for the fate of the eight hundred 
warriors wbo had suddenly perished, 
not in the niitl-ouean, not in hour of 
action, but when they were all engaged 
iu their ordinary work in ibts timi; of 
jieace; roused liy all thcHe, he ;:ould re- 
strain his feelingH no longer. He soizeil 
a pen, and grnsping the beil rojie, held 
it firmly, as ii to stop the toiling with- 
out, and.in l^at state, still holding the 
bell ro|)e with one hand, and the pen 
with the other, he gave vent tn his 
feelingH in those Bolcmii, uflectiiig and 
exijuisile liiiefi, well known to every

run HOME RULE QUESTION. 

Thu reuiilt of the British elections, au 
far, while perhaps no criterion of the 
final iaaue, oannot be conaidered as favor- 
able to the Bill for the Ijetter Govern- 
ment of Ireland. Matturs do shaped 
thoiuaelvea aa Ui roticitir it noceaaury ilial 
an appaal to the country, upon this ((uos- 
tioD directly, should be umdo; and it is 
"Well therefore thatall other uutt^sra, ir- 
rMpeotire of their invportanoe, have been 
exoluded . from the diaoatBion. Ever 
ainoe the union the Irish membera have 
been struggling for reform in the govern- 
ment of their country; but nothing was 
heard of an actual crisia in Irisii affairs 
until the premier became aware that I'ar- 
nell with his eighty-six votes was a moat 
desirable aocesbiau ; the more especially as 
the liberal majority vraa too small an one 
for effective purpoaea. Some of the great- 
eat enemies to Irish Home liule found 
their objections nut su much upon the 
fact that the power given to Ireland 
would at once amount to a severance of 
the union, but that — there being two 
atrongly antagonistiu fiictions — it would 
produce the opprosaion ufa majority over 
a minority , and might roault at a timu uf 
critical cuniplicatiotjs abroad, in collusion 
■with a foreign foe of the «!npire; for it is 
worse than uaelesa at such a time as this 
to deny or conceal the fact that there ex- 
iiti in the breasts of the majority of Irish- 
man a deeply-rooted hatred uf 
the English and everything 
pertaining to their rule. Still, 
even though the Gladatune min- 
istry may be defeated, the public 
mind baa been thoroughly awakened to 
the evUa of the oxiiting aystem of the 
government of Ireland; and the queatiun 
will ibeyond doubt be taken up in an 
earnest and sober spirit by a ministry 
who believe that there can be and ia a 
medium between coercion and what is a 
long and dangerous stride towards the 
diainemberment of the empire. It hds 
been Gladatone's favourite taunt that 
-thou who .attack hia policy fail to sug- 
gest an alternative meaauru of reform, but 
the objection is hardly Ingical in ita spph- 
cation, at even were it true, it would of 
itself prove nothing in favor of his crude 
though great achaoie, the working of 
some of the 'inoat important portions of 
which are aabaarvJent to preaumptiona, 
which, unsafe at any time, booome pi si- 
tively dangerous when made the pillars 
of to serious a moadure. TiuU It'eUnd 
haa been bitterly wronged iioue will 
deny; and that iAeae'WCMga which have 
bsen brought before thri'attentioti of the 
civilized world will now recoivn at the 
hands of Great BriLaiii viguruud find ni i- 
terial redress, there is no room to reason- 
ably dottb.t. Bt^t joatioe requires con- 
aideratioa. for.'oll;*^ and even the de- 
mands of a majority of the Irish people 
cannot be allp74;(L tq outweigh^ the Just 
claim of' England Mu'retsin 'the''' integrity 
of the union, and who while niukiii^^ every 
poaaiblo conoesaiuu, ftill rofune tu Hocept 
the doctrino of horns luleaa a panacea for 
the troublea, of Inland.

the Nile as far aa the lirat oiitarnct, iit 
which time Africa wa.s nu isl.uiil (mi opin- 
ion alai) arrived at by another of tlio inati- 
tuto's membera, Sir \Y. Dawaoii), 
and that, at the time of the exodus, 
the lied sea ran up into tho Uitter 
lake, and must have formrd a barrier to 
the traveler's progreaj at that period. 
Ho tliBii ulluded to the gru.tt cimnuea 
of olovutiou ill the land eaativurd of 
these lakee, nieiitioniiig llmt tliu waters 
of the Jordan valley oiico stood l'2{)'2 feet 
above their present height, una that the 
waters of the Dead sea, which he found 
1060 feel deep, wore once on a level with 
the present McditorrnnoKU sea margin, or 
129'J feet above their present huight.

Its.Macnipiqenoe-The wealth of paint- 
INO, Panelino and btatuarv.

Some curiouH statistics of tlio con- 
teuts of tbe present huIooii wore given 
by one of the morning Parisian newa- 
paperR Stating the quantity of ni»ace 
cooupied by pictiiros ut 1'1,"J01) yiirilB, 
military suojocts aro supiioHed to take 
up 3,279 yarilH, 900 untiquo subJectB 
3,279 yanls' 500, landscupca 2,18G 
yards, 300 iloiueatic snhjiJotH 'J, 180 
yards, 100 portraits 1,093 yarys, mui 
divers odds and 'bnda 1,093 yarJa. If 
this be true it shows that in Hj>i(e of 
De Neuvillo'b doalh and the a'tsBno-; of 
DttiIHe and Birue — li(Ui)coiir froni 
tlio present e.xliibition, niilitaiy suL- 
jects are still consiJerubly more nuni- 
arouH than others except those taken 
from ancient history. True, many of 
tbe former are of outrageous size — 
one a scene from Honio Tonquin battla 
. 'covering nearly an euiiro wall with an 
amount of bad work rarely mot with 
in a picture gallery, to say nothing of 
tha diuguHtiug nature of tlio di^tails, 
but still one sees tbe taste for la ji/oire 
all over the exhibition in pictures 
large and small, good and bad. Por- 
traits are not nearly so numerous as 
usual, but amongst them are many of 
the Brst quality, as, for exauiplo, ISL 
Elie Dolaunay's "Sline. — ," a lady, if 
I may fay no, with less than her i.luiri< 
of good looks. Yet this picture is of 
the most distiugu^ order, and the origi- 
nal is as distingud as the painting. 
Clad entirely ih black with the excep- 
tion of the gloves whicti are tan-color- 
ed cfant^ de Surd", holding a black fan, 
and relieved by a background of black 
and gold tones, tbe picture is a mass of 
the most delioate and retined color. 
The modeling of the face and gloved 
hands, and the vigorous iiandling of 
the flesh ])ainting are beyond all 
praise, but the picture of the seaaoii 
and certainly the one which ougiit to 
receive the nindaillo d'honneur, in M. 
Benjamin CouatantK "Justinian." It 
occupies a large part of one wall of 
tbe drat room, and is startling in its 
gorgoousnes-s of coloring. For some 
years past tliis artiHt has been giving 
us golden atuU's painted m few othdra 
ean do thera; but thin picture aurpasach 
all the others. Tho compomtion is the 
worst part, but M. Constant aeeiiis de 
voted to a long couch on which to 
place his iigures as in the last year'u 
"Lft Justice du Cherif." 

In the "Justinian," the Emperor oe 
cpies a marble throne in ti>o center of 
the picture; behiml him is a white 
marble disk rellocting the violet tones 
of his robes; on either side are two 
porphyry pillars, and above, in a gold 
mosaic niche, is a bronze Victory, 
which alone would be a study for a 
still-life picture. The walla are marble 
panelina surrounded by a niof.aiobori'er; 
the floor is also of various colored mar 
blcB. On each side of Justirian are 
three councilors seated on gorgeouK 
couches; on the right eccleaiaatica, on 
the left laymen. The tir.st of the 
churchmen is a monk in a white habit, 
the next wears a yellow and gold cope, 
the third is a young deacon in blue 
and gold. A Byzantine tone ia given 
totheworkjby tbe exaggerated turn|of 
the bead of the second figure on 
the left, which one might Bay 
was not quite correctly poiKed upon the 
Deck, as ia so constantly tho case in 
early art. A ray of ennlight la cleverly 
thrown across the pi<:ture above .)nat- 
inian's head, which strikes the throne, 
the flhoalder of tbe monk and the knee 
t)f the next 6gure. The Emperor's out- 
er robe is of violet velvet ijuibroidered 
in gold, with a square piece in front nf 
green and gold; uiRlernealh ia a veat^ 
ment of a gold textile faljric, laden with 
jewels, and on bis head he wears a dia- 
dem enriched with precious atones. Jn 
lb« foreground is a swarthy, half clad 
■cribe reading fr9m a papyrus, a leath 
•r case lying by his aide. Thia ia the 
least satisfactory part of the picture, ixn 
thu Cgurs doea not come away sufb- 
eiently from the others. Doubileaa it 
may be thought that the flo.sli ]),iinling 
suffers from ail thesa sparkling aur 
roundings. Not at all; it is as vigoroun 
as poBsible, and the| expressions are 
telling. Rut there are not many paint- 
ers who could make their heads stand 
out from all this woiuleroua technique 
of gohl atulTs atid jewels a.s .M. Con 
atant has done in this and in hia othei 
equally fine work. "Judith." The pic 
tnre has, of course, |been inspired by 
the play of "Theodora," in which Hern 
bardt acted so splendid a part. 

The Vtudy of microbes. 

•tattisli Asricviltiir»l Oari;ttt, 

A regular obasrvatory han been nii- 
tablisbed at Montsouriit, au outlying 
■uburb af Paris, for the study of aii- 
crobei; These liclle creatures have rii- 

immensely in iniportauce since M. 
Pasteur tirst brought them into notice. 
The microboa in tho air alono have, in 
addition so the obnorvatory which iu 
specially concerned with this brauch of 
the family, a new science, "atino.ai)heric 
micrography," all to themselves, uud a 
aervant told off to oatch and olasHify 
them.'''An i'rige^ious species of microbe 
trap, the "baoterimolro" m it in called, 
is kept continually set on the premises, 
and Dr. Ttliguid, tho aervant in charge 
of the obsnrvatory, ia na keenly inter- 
ested in the "chassf niwr microba" as a 
iportstnan in the pursuit of . larger 
game. Montsouris, which has been 
made the headquarters of inierograpliy, 
does not seem the most fjuitable pluco 
for tho purpose. At all events, microbes 
and bacteria are far more plentiful in 
tha air of c.entral Paris than in that lo- 
cality, lo spring, the season -most fav- 
orable to the developement of microbes, 
• cubic meter of air in tho obBerviUory 
ia found to contain on an average fi.'iO 
microbes, while a cubic meter of air iu 
tho central metropolitftu diai rict con 
tains no fower than '.1850 of these
